HOOSIER MATE 


FOR ROOSEVELT 


Senator Fairbanks Wants Vice- 
Presidential Nomination 


Influential Republicans Have Urged 
Fairbanks To Take the Second 
Place in Order To Strengthen 
Roosevelt with the Fi- 
nancial Interests.

Washington, March 4.—(Special. )—It is 
now settled that Senator Fairbanks, the 
republican ‘‘Tall Sycamore of the Wa- 
bash,"’ is willing to have the vice prest- 
dential nomination forced upon him. 

If the convention nominates him, he 
wil] accept. More than that, he will not 
attempt to discourage efforts looking to 
hig nomination. 

No explicit declaration by Senator 
Fairbanks to that effect has been made. 
The Indiana delegation in congress was 
convinced today that Senator Fairbanks 
had ylelded to the solicitation of men 
high in the councils outside of Indiana 
to take second place on the national 
ticket. 

Almost without exception his closest 
political friends in Indiana have advised 
| him, in his own interest, against accept- 
ing the vice presidency. Inftuential re- 
publicans in the senate, such men as 
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SENATOR FAIRBANES, 
“Of: Indiana, 
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Spooner, Allison and. Platt, have urged 
him to take it, on the ground that he 
would strengthen the republican ticket, 
especially in financfal circles, and that 
his first duty fis to his party, rather than 
to his own political future. He has yield- 
ed to the arguments of these gentlemen. 

From today the campaign in Indiana 
for’ the sélection of his successor in the 
senate is on. Thus far there {s no in- 
dication of bitterness being engendered 
in the contest, but it will be the sweetest 
fight that Indiana politics has witnessed 
for many a day, so the Indiana men 
say. 

The prospective candidates for the sen- 
atorship are Representative Hemenway, 
Governor Durbin, Representative C. B. 
Landis and Representative Crumpacker. 
At this time Representative Hemenway 
is said to be decidedly in the lead. 

The campaign will warm up immediate- 
ly, as the legislature which is to be 
elected this fall will fill the vacancy in 
the senate occasioned by Senator Fair- 
banks’ prospective retirement from that 
office.

ASHINGTON, March 4.—

Plural Marriage Revelation. 

Referencégs have been made many 
times to the revelation concerning plural 
marriages, and Senator Foraker said 
that although ground may have been 
covered before, he would like to go on 
the record an answer to this question: 

“When, where and how was the in- 
junction in favor of polygamy recived 
by the church?” 

“What I want to know is whether the 
pactice is arbitrary or merely permis- 
sive?’ 

Mr. Smith explained that the revelation 
was made to Joseph Smith at Nauvoo, 
in 1843, but was not pubLecly proclaimed 
on account of the disturbance against 
Smith, which had made him a martyr. 

The doctrine, he said, had been taught 
by Joseph Smith to Brigham Young and 
his associates and preserved by Young. 
It was taken to the Salt Lake valley in 
1847, and in 1848 was proclaimed by 
Young and accepted as a revelation. 

“Does that answer your question?’ 
asked Mr. Smith. 

“It answers as to when and where, but 
not how,’’ said Senator Foraker. ‘‘What 
Il want to know,is whether the members 
of the church were compelled to pract.ce 
the polygamous marriages, and if this 
is true, why it is that only three or 
four per cent of the Mormons have prac- 
ticed what has been declared to be a 
divine command?”’ 

Mr. Smith called for a copy 
book of doctrine and convenants and 
read a part of the revelation, which, he 
said, had been accepted in the nature of 
permission to take plural wives, and was

‘not mandatory on the members of the 


church. Other passages from the revela- 
tion were read, particularly the port-on 
which prescribes the manner of taking 
more than one wife.

Japs Intended To Block Har- 
bor Before Firing Shot 


But for the Presence of a Tug the 
Scheme Would Have Succeeded. 
Scene at Viadivpstock When 
War Was Declared 


Against Japan. 


St. Petersburg, March 4.—A resident of 
St. Petersburg who has just arrived from 
Port Arthur, having left the day before 
the first Japanese attack, tells an in- 
teresting story which indicates that the 
Japanese planned to cork the harbor 
before firing a shot. He says that on 
the day of his departure a big merchant- 
man, flying the Japanese flag, approached 
the entrance in the narrowest part of 
the channel, suddenly stopped, signalled 
i ‘IT am sinking’’ and commenced to set- 
i tle. Luckily a.tug with steam 
close by and towed. the Japanese vessel 
into a shallow part of the outer harbor. 
The merchantman was loaded with iron. 
Her captain declared he had been caught 
in a storm. and the pumps which . had 
kept the steamer afloat broke down just 
as the entrance of Port Arthur was 
reached. 

The wife of a Russian naval officer 
| attached to the armored cruiser Rossia, 
| who has just arrived here from Vladi- 
' vostock, described fhe scene 
. the outbreak of hostilities. On the morn- 
ing of February 9 a shot was fifed by 
the flagship and signals were hoisted 
calling all seamen and others who were 
on shore leave to come on board. There 
was great excitement and enthusiasm 
among the people in the streets. The 
warships in the harbor were surrounded 
with ice and crowds gathered about them, 
watching the ships receive their war 
colors, and cheered as the ice-breaker 
opened a channel. 

At 2 o'clock, accompanied by 
rahs of the people gathered on 
the fleet steamed out. 

An imperial order has been issued sum- 
moning the reserve subalgrns and first- 
class reserve men of European Russia 
to the colors for a six weeks’ course of 
training. A similaf order has been is- 
sued to the naval reserves. This is in- 
terpreted as indicating theé everything 
is being madé ready for the mobilization

CARGOES OF COAL 
HAVE BEEN SENT

_Believed That the Japanese Purposely 


Allowed Vessels Bearing Con- 
traband To Neach the Har- 
bor—Early Movement by 
Japan Against Vladi- 
vostock Predicted. 


OKIO, March 4.—It is evident 

that that several vessels laden 

with coal, provisions and other 
contraband articles have recently ef- 
fected the passage of Tsugaru strait 
and succeeded in reaching Vladivos- 
tock. Their and 
names are unknown, but it is stated 
that they included British, Norwe- 
gian and German vessels. Two of 
them are said to have carried car- 
goes of Australian coal. 

Japan evidently refrained from 
making a special effort to prevent 
their passage, and it is not impossi- 
ble that she calmly permitted the 
delivery of the contraband goods, 
calculating that they would prove 
useful to herself at a later stage of 
the campaign. 

The Viadivostock squadron contin- 
ues inactive though it has an ample 
supply of coal and the ships are in 
good condition. It has evidently 
been instructed by the Russian gov- 
ernment to remain. close to the 
Vliadivostock batteries in preference 
to risking a fight in the open seas.

ONDON, March 4.—‘‘We do not 
want*to appear as alarmists, 
but we would be doing harm 
and not. good if we tried to conceal 
the fact that the present situation in 
regard to foreign affairs is one of 


considerable anxiety,’ will say to- 
morrow’s Spectator, in a long article 
on the effect of the Russo-Japanese 
war on international relations, espe- 
the relations between Russia 
and Great Britain. 

The Spectator points out how 
“the Russian feeling of resentment 
against Great Britain has been the 
chief cause of their difficulties by en- 
couraging the Japanese to go to 
war.” 

WOULD LIKE TO FIGHT BRITAIN. 

Without considering whether there 
is any truth in this view, continues 
The Spectator, the important fact is 
that it is held by the Russian people, 
and that “‘public opinion is in such a 
state of excitement that war with 
Great Britain would be extremely 
popular.” 

Proceeding to explain why the 
military party should try to escape 
the humiliation of a possible defeat 
by a small Asiatic power, The Specta- 
tor remarks: 

“A great European war would ob- 
literate all traces of the Japanese war. 
A popular’war would cover up an un- 


cial 


popular one and give the Russians an 


excuse to make peace with Japan or 
withdraw from Japan’s reach and so 
staunch the bleeding in men and 
money now going on in Manchuria.” 


Further, according to The Spectator, 
military men in Russia believe that war 
against Great Britain would be conducted 
in company with Germany and France 
and present’no risks to Russia, as the 
brunt of the fighting would 
France and Germany, whose colonies 
could be taken in the event of the Brit- 
ish being victorious while as the Rus- 
sian’s have already gone, Britain could 
not inflict injury on Russia. 
Anti-Russian Tone. 

The Spectator warns the press against 
giving Russia occasion for picking a 
quarrel, especially referring to the ‘ag- 
gressively anti-Russian tone of The 
Times and the impression of partisanship, 
which, it declares, ‘‘it is difficult to con- 
done or even understand.”’ 

Continuing, The Spectator will say: 

“That The Times should give occa- 


-fion to those who desire to embroil Rus- 


sia and Great Britain is rendered more 
remarkable by the fact that The Times 
hag done much excellent service in point- 
ing the trend of German policy, It is to 
be feared that the harm done by the 
want of restraint originally shown by the 
British press cannot now be undone, but 
at least our newspapers realize the need 
of not playing into the hands of the mil- 
itary party in Russia or providing mate- 
rial for those Who desire to prove to 
France that her ally has been treated in 
an unfair and hostile spirit by the Brit- 


ish people.’

$0 Martin, Republican, Charges 
in the House 


He Urges an Investigation of the 
Difference Between the Cost of 
Live Cattle and Dressed 
Beef—Pays Compliment 
to Knox. 


Washington, March 4.—The house to- 
day had under consideration the Indian 
appropriation bill, the reading of which 
for the purpose of amendment was pend- 
ing on adjournment. 

During the general debate on the Dill 
Mr. Martin, a Republican member from 
Bouth Dakota, addressed the- house on 
hig resolution directing the secretary of 
commerce and labor to investigate the 
causes for the differences which exist 
between the cost of live cattle and dress- 
ed beef. He prefacd his statments with 
a high tribute to Attorney General Knox 
and by saying that he was not one who 
went into hysteria on hearing the wora 
trust. But, while this was tTrue, he be- 
lieved that a monopoly exists in one of 
the big food products which should be 
investigated by the department of com- 
merce and labor. He asserted that so far 
ag ‘the rights of the producer and con- 
sumer are concerned they are even wors6é 
than before the injunction was secured 
against the beef concerns and in support 
of this statement cited the experiences 
of stock men in the markets. He op- 
posed a repeal of the forfeiture clause 
in the Sherman anti-trusi law. 

Mr. Stanley, a democratic members 
from Kentucky, made an urgent appeal 
for relief at the hands of congress for 
the tobacco growers and the toilers in 
the tobacco fields, and complained that 
competition had been destroyed by com- 
binations of capital. 

The grower could not go to England, as 
there was but one cOmpany there, he said, 
arfi there was no competition in this 
eccuntry. Mr. Stanley. reviewed the his- 
tory of the American Tobacco Company, 
and complained of its control. He de- 
clared that thé American and the Impe- 
riaj companies parolled out territory in 
this and Other countries in which the 
buyers for France, Spain and other Eu- 
ropean companies purchase tobacco, add- 
ing that no other buyers will purchase 
in these sections. 

Mr. Hedgez, Republican, of Iowa, en- 
tertained the house with a few humor- 
ous thrusts at the “Iowa idea,’’ which 
he opposed, and some serious remarks 
on republican policies. 

Mr. Robinson, democrat, of Indiana, in 
closing the genera] debate on thé In- 
dian bill, declared that a monopoly ex- 
igts in the coa] business in the Indian 
Territory, and expressed the belief that 
the subject should be investigated by 
the department of commerce and labor. 

The house confirmed the right of Mr.

‘Tl beg the senator's pardon,”’ the wit- 
ness responded.

The witness admitted that that was the 
case. 

Hoar Quotes New Testament. 

Quoting from the New Testament Sen- 
ater Hoar said it is stated that there is 
a command that a “bishop shall be so- 
ber and have one wife.”’ 

“At least one wife,’’ Mr. Smith inter- 
rupted. 

‘Well we don’t construe it that way in 
our church,” said Senator Hoar, amid 
Jjaughter. “What lL wanted to get at Is 
this: Now I know sé€veral bishops in our 
church who are bachelor. Do you re- 
gard it a divine command that the bish- 
ops shall have one wife or more? What 
I want to know is how you construe that 
commanfd.”’ 

“I believe the practice of polygamy was 
general among the Jews at the time the 
Scriptures were written,’’ said Mr. Smith. 
“IT believe that it was commanded that a 
bishop should be ‘a married man because 
his duties made it necessary that he 
should be an experienced man. (Here the 
chairman had to rap loudly to restore 
order in the committee room.) 

Senator McComas took the witness in 
hand to bring out whether as the head 
of the Mormon church Mr. Smith had 
ever rebuked the apostles of the church 


| for teaching polygamy since the manifes- 
.to of 1890, and Mr. Smith declared: 


‘“‘No member of the church -hag ever 
tatight polygamy since that time.”’ 

“How about Apostle Grant?” 

Mr. Smith asserted the incldent over 
which the anti-Mormon papers has made 
such a “hubbub’’ had been gq declaration 
merely that Apostle Grant had two wives. 
That declaration, the: witness said, had 
been made by Grant in a private speech 
and he had not taught the practice of 
the system. 

“What would you do if the principle of 
plural marriages was publicly attacked?’

This bill provided that no prosecutlons 
for polygamous cohabitation should be 
instituted, except on complaint of hus- 
band or wife, The bill was vetoed by 
Governor H. M. Wells.

HIGHER RATES 
FOR INSURANCE 


Action Censequent on the 
Great Losses at Bal- 
timore. 


New York, March 4.—Fire insurance 
rates on risks in the. congested districts 
af large cities are fo be advanced. The 


great losses in BaRMimore, Rochester and 


| other cities thoroughly aroused the under- 


writers in regard to the conflagration 
danger of important business’ centers 
throughout the country and a committee 
of twenty was appointed by the execu- 
tive committtee of the natienal board of 
fire underwriters to discusss the whole 
subject of business risks. 

After several meetings this committee 
evolved a statement addressed to all 
members of the national board, including 
nearly all the insurance companies of im- 
portance in the United States. The com- 
mittee recommends that at the méeting 
of the board next May a subcommittee 
be at once appointed to define the boun- 
fiaries of the congested districts of the 
cities of a population of 100,000 and over, 
and by expert opinion shall determine the 
relative danger of conflagration in these 
districts by reason of ‘defective fire de- 
partment, water supply, or of building 
construction; that this subcommittee shall 
fix for recommendation to the various 
rating associations, a schedule for the ad- 
vance of the fire insurance rates in such 
tcongested districts making uniform 
charges for area, height of buildings, as 
well as for vertical openings through 
floors and roof, open stairways, lack of. 
standard fire shutters, blind attics, walls 
and floors not standard, wood sheathing, 
electrical equipment and tenants in ex- 
cess of two, etc., as well as uniform and 
liberal allowances for the installation of 
automatic sprinklers and other fire extin- 
guishing facilities. The board has no 
power to make its rates binding but, as 
stated, the increases will be recommend- 
ed to the rating associations and undoubt- 
edly applied at once.

MASHED TO PULP. 
HE LIVED HOURS 


Tremendous. Vitality Shown 
by Vict!m ef Building 
Crash, 


_. New York, March 4.—After living more 
than thirty hours under the mass of 
steel. beams and other debris of the col- 
lapsed hotel Darlington, in West Forty- 
sixth street, Edwin Lask died early today 
while being carried -to Flower hospital in 
an ambulance. This increases the known 
dead to fifteen. 

The finding of a live human being 
amidst Tie mass of ironwork and brick 
mortar shortly after 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing was perhaps the most sensational 
thing of the kind in the history of similar 
disasters in this city. From the hour of 
the collapse hundreds of men have strug- 
gled among the wreckage with derricks 
to get to the bottom of the pile where 
more than half a dozen dcad fellow- 
workmen were known to lie. 

Suddenly when a heavy beam had been 
hoisted a man half pinioned below was 
seen to move. A great shout went up 
and hurry calls’ were made for gn ambu- 
lance. Owing to the position of the im- 
prisoned man, great care had to be used 
in extricating him, and nearly an hour 
elansed before this was accomplished. 
Meanwhile the surgeons had crawled int9 
the pile and reached his. side. He was 
given stimulants internally and injections 
of whiskey with cocaine, and hipes were 
strong of saving the man who had 
escaped death in the crash and then 
fought off suffocation and starvation so 
long. 

He was carefully lifted into an am- 
bulance, but died before the hospital was 
reached. One arm had been broken and 
there was a great hole {fn the man’s heady 
His vitality must have been tremendous 
to survive so long with these injuries, 
not to mention his position in the debris. 
At the hosptal Lask’s identity was quick- 
ly established br means of a union card 
in one of his pockets.

fell, wounded by a score of bullets under 
the first volley from Cory’s command and 
their success in checking the flank move- 
ment was one of the features of the sec- 
ond day's battle.

It is not 
known what the shortage is, but John- 
son is alleged to have told Colonel Blod- 
gett he had taken about $600. 

The arrest was made by Deputy Mar- 
shal Charles Thomas on a warrant sworn 
out by the postmaster and issued by 
Commissioner Carter. Johnson’s bond was 
fixed at $1,000 and this bond was signed 
about 6 o'clock, whereupon the defend- 
ant was released. ‘ 

Johnson’s Frank Confession. 

When asked by a reporter for The Con- 
stitution whether or not he denied the 
charge Johnson sald: 

“What is the use of denying facts?’ 

He was asked’ why he had taken the 
money, to which he replied: 

‘“T do not care to discuss the matter 
and don’t think it is proper that I 
should. The facts will all be brought 
out in the hearing tomerrow.” 

Johnson is a married man and has two 
emall children. His mother and his wife 
both came to see him while he was in 
custody at the postoffice bullding and 
both gave evidence of considerable emo- 
tion. 

The alleged defaulter, as all clerks 1n 
the postoffice, is under bond, the bond 
in his case béing in the sum of $1,000, 
which, according to the opinion express- 
ed regarding his alleged peculations, is 
ample to cover what has been taken. 
Tlie was arrested under a section of the 
revised statutes of the United States mak- 
ing it embezzlement for a2 government em- 
ployee to fall to turn into the treasury 
of the United States any money, coming 
under the class of postal receipts, which 
may pass into his hands, The penalty 
for this offense is a fine of not more than 
twice the amount embezzled, nor more 
than three years’ imprisonment, either 
or both. 

Johnson has always borne a good repu- 
tation and the announcement of his ar- 
rest created a sensation in the postof- 
fice. It is not known why he committed 
the alleged embezzlements, as his family 
is small, and he earns $1,000 a year 
salary.

A most grotesque melodrama is be- 


_}ing worked out in the rooms of the 


committee on privileges and elections 
at the national capitol. For the last 
few days President Joseph H. Smith, 
of the Mormon church, has been on 
the rack of sensational inquiry and 


| the entire country, its appetite for 


sensation whetted by half-knowledge 
and imaginative inference, has been 
lending an intensely curious ear while 
| the titular head of that fantastic faith 
answered or parried, as best he could, 
the rapid-fire questions of the com- 
mittee. 


tainly most picturesque of these in- 
quisitors are Senators Hoar of Massa- 
chusetts and Beveridge of Indiana; 
Hoar, the venerable descendant of a 
generation of staid Puritans, whose 
rigid views on we saeredness of mar- 
riage Hawthorne set out. in “The 
Scarlet Letter;” Beveridge, pert, quck, 
subtle, the representatve of modern 
opinion. immaculate in starched pro- 
priety, yet with a restless, boyish 
thirst for odd information, hand before 
face to hide an amused smirk when- 
ever the testimony becomes unusually 
droll or unconventional.

When he had been summoned to 
shed light on the tangled Reed Smoot 
problem by his expert knowledge and 
deep creed lore, those who issued his 
subpena might have expected any 
Other kind of statement save that 
which he has so glibly vouchsafed. 
Indeed, remembering the tedious, de- 
vious Roberts case, they were pre- 
pared for keen evasion, for a splitting 
of legal and theological hairs, the art- 
ful manipulation of side issues and a 
mighty mental scuffling which should 
serve to raise such a cloud of dust as 
to completely obscure the original 
problem. But this old prophet of a 
queer faith had different ideas. He 
tossed into the midst of that distin- 
guished assemblage a sputtering, kick- 
ing issue which has inspired more va- 
riegated discussion than any sociolog- 
ical topic in years. 

He admits having married or “seal- 
ed to himself” five wives before the 
passage of the act in 1890 which ad- 
mitted Utah to statehood and _ out- 
lawed polygamy. Since that occur- 
rence he has prudently, for more than 
one reason, made no attempt to add 
another Mrs. Smith to the family. 
This, however, is not the crux. For 
he has lived with his five plural wives 
Since the passage of the interdictory 
statute, and has had eleven ‘children 
by them, all born subsequent to 1890. 
Such a condition ts, of course, in di- 
rect violation of the state and federal] 
laws. Asked concerning his attitude 
in the premises, Mr. Smith offered 
this remarkable explanation: 

I had a family—a plural] family, if you 
please, I married my first wife more than 
thirty-eight years ago, and my last wife 
twenty years ago. By these wives I have 
had children, and I have preferred to 
take my Own chances with the law and 
Suffer any penalties which the law shall 
put upon me rather than abandon these 
children and their mothers. 

I have continued to cohabit wfth them 
since the manifesto of 1890, and they 
have borne me ¢hildren since that date. 
I was fully aware of what I was doing. 
I know I was amenable to the law, but, 
as I say, I preferred to face that situa- 
tion rather than to desert them. I Rave 
not cohabited with these wives openly 
or flaunted the fact, but I have ac- 
knowledged these wives and children as 
my family. The people of Utah have re- 
garded the situation as an existing fact. 
These people, as a rule, are broad-mfnded 
and liberal with their views and have 
condoned the offense, if offense it is— 
rather than interfere with my situation 
as they found it. It has been known 
what I have been doing. I have not been 
interfered with nor disturbed fn any way. 
If I had been, I was there to answer the 
charges, I was willing to face them and 
submit to the penaTty, whatever it might 
be. ; ‘ 

And there you are! 

Unquestionably, President Smith has 
infringed state and federal statutes 
and the canons which society decrees 
and supports for its own protection 
and preservation. He has been and 
still is living under an environment 
which must he innately revolting to 
the overwhelming bulk of American 
people, so antipodal is it to those dear 
bonds which surround the father, the 
mother. thé wife and the husband. 
The cavert support, which his testti- 
mony demonstrates the church is of- 
fering plural] marriage, must be rigor- 
ously extirpated by national legislation. 
American lovers of home and Chris- 
tian ideals could not tolerate or even 
entertain the thought of tolerating, a 
course any different. It is not a case 
of church and state—it is society at 
large against a mistaken, distorted, 
impossible movement, one of the vital 
principles of which is so debasing as 
to threaten the poisoning of every 
community which it enters. There- 
fore. it must be curbed, finally, inex- 
orably. 

Admitting this. Smith was yet con- 
fronted by. a conflict of impulses be- 
tween which a decision was extremely 
difficult. Should he obey the bald 
mandate of the law and turn the back 
of his hand to the wives whom he had 
legally married. under the law and in 
conformity with his own religious sys- 
tem, setting them to the unfamiliar 
task of making a living for themselves 
and his own children? Or should he 
have clung to them? 

Putting one’s self in his environ- 
ment, as far as imagination can effect 
it, the soreness of the struggle 
through which this man passed must 
be apparent.

The Real “Yellow Peril.” 

There is a “yellow peril,” but it 
does not lie in the possibility of 
China waking to self-consciousness 
after her sleep of immemorial cen- 
turies and sweeping over the western 
nations with fire and sword as the 
swart-skinned legions of Hannibal 
swept to the gates of Rome. It lies 
rather in two things in mo wise mili- 
tary—the competition of Chinese la- 
bor in China with Occidental indus- 
trialism. and the introduction of 
Chinese labor into other lands. 

The first contingency is as inevi- 
table as day and night, once the 
Chinese millions interest themselves 
in modern methods of manufacture 
as the Japanese have so successfully 
done, and they will do this just as 
certainly as the autonomy of the em: 
pire is preserved by the powers. 
Fhere can be no doubt that since the 
Chino-Japanese war the Chinese 
have caught something of the 
progressive spirit of their Mongol 
conquerers, and if they are not re- 
duced to the condition of the Hindus 
by European colonization, they will 
slowly but surely {become a great 
manufacturing and commercial peo- 
ple, demanding of the rest of the 
world export for import. An indus- 
trial China, under modern mechani- 
cal methods. would not only cheat 
the western world of its coveted 
Chinese market, but nothing short of 
prohibitive anti-Chinese tariffs would 
shut its Varied manufactured prod- 
ucts out of the world’s markets. Ap- 
preciating this danger, if for no other 
reason, the European powers are in- 
tent on the partition of the Celestial 
empire. 
ed as industrial 
consumers only. 

The second contingency has al- 
ready been understood and fore- 
stalled here in the United States and 
elsewhere. The Chinese exclusion 
act stands as a monument of Amert- 


producers, but as 


' can fear of this phase of “the yellow 


peril.” The Chinaman’s competition 
is blighting and damning to Ameri- 
can standards of living and cannot 
be tolerated if the labor of the Cau- 
casian is to remain _ self-respecting 
and measurably prosperous. But as 
labor difficulties increase, we note a 
tendency in capitalistic quarters to 
lift, however slightly, the embargo 
against contract coolies. The Ameri- 
can developers in the Philippines are 
known to be eager for imported la- 
bor from China, there has been open 
advocacy of Chinese labor to solve 
that vexatious phase of the negro 
question here in the south, and now 
we hear the cautious suggestion of 
ccolies to work on the climatically 
perilous Isthmus of Panama. In 
South Africa the British marked 
their formal taking over of the Trans- 
vaal by enacting a law enabling mine 
owners of the Rand to import Mon- 
golian laborers to replace the de- 
moralized and inefficient Kaffir la- 
bor of the country. The regulations 
governing coolie importation into the 
Transvaal are strict, but the fact that 
some 30.000 Chinese are to be import- 
ed-at once is significant. 

The plan is thus described: As long 
as the foreign laborer remaing in the 
colony he shall be employed only on 
unskilled labor for the exploitation of 
minerals. No contract shall befor a 
longer period than three years, nor 
shall it be renewed for more than two 
years. In other words, no Chinese la- 
borer can remain in the colony for 
more than five vears. Other stringent 
conditions, such as the granting of 
licenses, are also imposed, one of the 
most noticeable being that no laborer 
shall be allowed to leave the premises 
on which he is employed without a 
permit signed by an authorized per- 
son, and no- such permit shall be 
available for more than forty-eight 
hours. 

The foregoing shows the Caucasian 
dread of Chinese labor while recogniz- 
ing its desirability to full and cheap 
development. The tendency is a dan- 
gerous one, and growing. It might be 
wel] for students of the Far Eastern 
problem to reflect somewhat on these 
two vital aspects of “‘the yellow peril.”

Helping Southern Mill Children. 

People who make a study of the 
social question from pnilanthropical 
motives will read with keen interest 
the admirable article of Mrs. Leonora 
Beck Ellis, in the February number 
of The Pilgrim, entitled “A Dinner 
Carriers’ School in the South.” Mrs. 
Ellis is a well-known southern writer, 


a resident of Aripeka, Fla., and her 


knowledge of the sociology of the 
south’s industrial centers is most in- 
timate and intelligent. 

The magazine article from her pen 
describes the industrial school and 
kindergarten established in the mill 
district of Columbus, Ga., by Profes- 
sor Carleton Gibson, during the past 
year, for developing the minds, 
podies and hearts of the little chil- 
dren of the operatives who carry the 
basket dinner to their elders at .work 
in the great cotton mills—hence the 
“T¥inner Carriers’ School.” This in- 
stitution, unique in a way, is doing a 
noble work, and southerners have a 
péculiar reason for being proud of it, 
for good people of the south originat- 
ed and support the good work.

school stands today a model to be 
emulated by other mill centers of the 
south that recognize the need of 
helping and brightening the lives of 
the hundreds of litfle ones who are 
left by their labor-enthralled parents 
to “just grow” as the weeds by the 
miry highway grow. 

The “Dinner Carriers’ School” at 
Columbus is described by Mrs. Ellis 
as at once a school and social settle- 
ment. It is, she declares, “a social- 
izing institution, but with the sacred 


The Chinese are not want- 
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home idea and ideal] dominant.” 
There are various departments of 
manual] training - conducted by al- 
truistic teachers who live in the big 
overhatiled tenement and try to 
make the school a “family affair.” 
The childten are made to feel singu- 
larly at home while being disciplined 
almost unconsciously. Books are 
little used in the instruction and for- 
mal teaching and rigid rules are un- 
known. And yet the children learn 
rapidly and are more tractable tnan 
public school pupils. There are, be- 
sides a well equipped. kindergarten, 
cooking and sewing classes, classes 
in laundering. textile training, car- 
pentry, baby nursing, gardening and 
a dozen other useful occupations. 
There are music, flowers, song, weekly 
sociables attended by the parents, 
juvenile entertainments, illustrated 
lectures, etc. The pupils are taugnt 
the rudiments of conventional educa- 
tion. but not in the conventional way. 
It is this fact that accounts for their 
interest and progress. 

The result, as might be expected, 
has been most salutary. The chil- 
dren have been transformed into 
neat, dutiful, ambitious, bright- 
minded, polite little bodies, increas- 
ing their usefulness and tractability 
at home and their chances of suc- 
cess in life immeasurably. The school 
has proved a boon to parents no less 
than children, and/the homes of the 
mill operatives show the benign in- 
fluence of the philanthropic work. 
The standard of living is getting 
better. and the standard of labor 1s 
improving aacordingly. An _ excel- 
lent night School is run in connection 
with the school for the children too 
small to work in the mills, in order 
that the juvenile mill operatives may 
share the benefits, and they take ad- 
vantage of their opportunity. 

Here is a suggestion worthy to be 
acted upon in the mill districts of 
Atlanta and elsewhere. Southern 
people do not require missionaries 
from the outside to point out their 
duty to “the submerged tenth” and 
reproach them with indifference to 
the condition of the humble toilers 
in their factories. They know well 
that improvement of the kind is de- 
Sirable, and they are doing more and 
more every year to make the lot of 
these industrial workers better and 
brighter. There is no more practical 
institution of social betterment in 
the United States than that de- 
scribed in Columbus, Ga.

[REGIME OF ROOSEVELT 


MARKED BY EXTRAVAGANCE

Washington, March 4.—(Special.)—A 
million-dollar home in the suburbs for 
the president and the increase of his 
salary to $75,000 a year are the latest 
steps toward extravagance fathered by 
republican leaders very close to the pres- 
ent occupant of the white house. Com- 
ing as these do colncident with the re- 
quest for an appropriation of $90,000 
for new stables to guard against the 
Roosevelt horses contracting colds, they 
have served to draw renewed attention 
to the unwonted extravagance which 
has marked every phase of the Roose- 
velt administration. The wiser repub- 
lican politicians are manifesting no lit- 
tle alarm over these developments, since 
they realize that such evidences of ex- 
travagance may prove a dangerous weap- 
on in the hands of their opponents in a 
campaign before the people, and there 
{is much effort in consequence to cover up 
the facts. 

Despite the running to cover which 
followed the disclosures brought out by 
the $90,000-stable bill, it has been im- 
possfhle for the republican politicians to 
conceal the many unpleasant facts which 
serve to illustrate the wanton extrava- 
gance of the present administration. This 
has been accompanied by a reckless dis- 
regard of the sacredness of the relics 
of former administrations which has 
shocked the people who seem to hold to 
the idea that there hav@ heen 1. few 
presidents worthy of a place in the mem- 
ory of the American people. 


Restoration Is the Word. 

‘Restoration’ is the word used by the 
president about the way in which the 
white house has been ransacked of every 
tradition {it possessed and made over 
into an {imitation of a newly milllonaire’s 
modern palace. There are many who 
will take exceptions to this comparison, 
claiming that it is too favorable to the 
white house visitors from New York, 
who were recently Inspecting the im- 
provements, and declared that the white 
house closely resembled a Grand Centra] 
depot. When Mr. Roosevelt entered the 
white louse, it was supposed that the 
old Building had been put in excellent 
condition. True the corridors were fur- 
nished in simple taste and there was an 
absence from the rooms of anything 
like tawdry hangings, but there was on 
every side the suggestion of historic {n- 
terest and the mansion was certainlv a 
comfortable, homelike residence, befitting 
the democratic idea of what a president 
stands for. 

In striking contrast with all this are 
the gold panels that meet the eye on 
every side, fanciful contraptions shad- 
ing yellow, green, blue and _ purple 
lights; all sorts of essentially modern 
decorations, which painfully clash with 
the simple colonial lines of the build- 
ing. 

One is astounded to read the cost the 
nation has been forced to pay for all 
this extravagance. First, an appropria- 
tion of $475,445 was slipped into the 
sundry civil service bill in June, 1902, 
toa cover the cost of this so-called ‘‘resto- 
ration.” Instead of calling on the army 
of architects which the government eme 
ploys for the construction of its public 
buildings throughout. the country, and 
which numbers itn its ranks some of the 
leading architects in the United States, 
$65,000 was paid to a New York firm, 
the head of which had the good fortune 
to be a personal friend of the then sec- 
retary of war, Mr. Root, to furnish the 
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plans for what proved to be the most 
flagrant piece of vandalism which any 
president has ever had the nerve to 
commit upon one of the treasured tradi- 
tions of this country. But this sum was 
not enough, and from time to time the 
general appropriation for the “restora- 
tion’’ was increased, until it aggregated 
$650,000. Nor does this include the $65.- 
000 appropriated for the president's 
horses, nor the $90,000 which congrTreas 
only several days ago was asked to ap- 
propriate to build new stables. 
Where Did Money GoP 

When one thinks of this enormous 
appropriation and then looks at the pres- 
ent space of the white house, tha quee- 
tion is inevitable, “Where did the money 
go?” True, there are some expensive 
articles in the new establishment. For 
example, thére ig a gilded piano itn the 
east room, costing $15,000. There is a 
rug which was made in India at the 
president’s own request, and is aaid to 
be the largest rug in the world. Thera 
are a number of chairs scattered care- 
lessly about that cost $400 each. Of 
costly cut-glass there !s an extravagant 
abundance. Yards and yards of the 
most expensive carpets have been 
bought. In the places where the fa- 
mous paintings of Lincoln, Washington, 
Jefferson and other famous Americans 
once hung, there now are seen stuffed 
heads of a grizzly bear, two antelopes, 
two bisons and several other animals. 
Pictures of the president and of General 
Yeonard Wood fill up other niches form- 
erly occupied by the paintings of really 
great men. 

There will, doubtless, he some sharp 
things sald in congress about the $140,- 
000 which the president has asked to 
cover the cost of servants, flowers and 
other luxuries But then, ft should be 
remembered that somebody has eot to 
pay for the elaborate entertafnments 
which* have been elven at the white 
house during the past season. Indeed, 
the gaudy grandeur of these affairs has 
dazzled diplomats from the wealthiest 
courts in Furope. Only four of these 
functions, and of these four the least 
elaborate given have been for the pero- 
ple. The dinners, the teas, the recep- 
tions, the musicales, the luncheons, the 
at-homes, the theater sitrppers, all have 
been the scene of gatherings of wealthy 
society women and men, who, 
of the catering to them by Washington 
offictaldom, are flocking here t[n great 
numbers to make their homes for the 
winter. For example, at a recent mus!- 
eale, 2.800 electric lights were used in 
the illumination. This {s nearly one- 
third as many as was used in the fllum!- 
nation of Chicago along the line of 
march on State street, from Harrison 
to Lake, when President McKinley was 
the guest of the Windy City, on Octo 
ber 9, 1899. v 

Nor ts this abandonment of eimplicitv 
confined to the furnshings of the white 
house. There was a time when one 
army officer, assigned to duty at the 
white house, could easily attend to the 
superintending of the society functions, 
and he had the title of superintendent 
of public buildings and grounds. But 
now, in addition to this, there is a 
major domo, Major McCawley, whose 
word in matters of etiquette ts law. 
Assisting him afe ning officers of the 
army, navy and marine corps,’ who must 
always appear in full uniform when they 
go to the white house, and the major 
still finds this number {fnsufficient. 

It is all this and a great deal more 
that is causing conservative republicans 
ito ask: “What are we coming to?’’

‘*T have a little resolution,” quietly re 
marked Mr. Felder, and there was noth- 
ing to indicate that his “little resolution’”’ 
was loaded. He read his resolution, which 
was as follows: ° 

“Whereas, under the rotation system 
heretofore obtaining in the thirty-fifth 
senatorial district. the county of Cobb had 
the senator dutjing the years 1898 and 
1899; and, 

“Whereas, in the convention ich met 
to nominate a senator for the district In 
1900, a resolution was adopted giving the 
senator to the cougty of Fulton for two 
tonsecutive terms; and, 

“Whereas, from 1900 to 1904, inclusive, 
the county of Fulton has had and will 
have the senator; and, 

“Whereas, the county of Clayton, be- 
ing one of the three counties composing 
the thirty-fifth district, has had no rep- 
resentative in the senate since 1897; and, 

“Whereas, beth the counties of Cobb 
and Fulton have been fepresented in 
the senate since 1897; therefore, 

“Be it resolved by the democratic ex- 
ecutive committee of the county of Ful- 
ton that as a mater of simple justice 
and @irness that Clayton should be rep- 
resented in the senate fOr the ensuing 
term. of two years. 

“Resolved second, That the delegates to 
the senatorial convention be and they are 
hereby directed and instructed to vote 
in said convention for the choice of the 
county of Clayton, provided the county of 
Clayton shall present to the senatorial 
convention the name of a man who is ac- 
ceptable to the eounty of Fulton. 

Declares It’s Clayton’s Time. 

*In support of that resolutfon,”’ sald 
Mr. Felder, ‘“‘I wish to say that Cobb 
county had the senator from this dis- 
trict in 1898 and 1899. Then Fulton 
county had the senator two terms under 
the new rotation system. It is therefore 
clearly Clayton county’s time to have the 
senator.”’ 

Mr. Albert Howell took the floor and 
epoke for fifteen or twenty minutes, He 
gave a history of the adoption of the 
new rotation system by which Fulton 
county gets two terms to Cobb’s and 
Clayton’s one term. He said that. Cobb 
acted with Fulton while Clayton voted 
against the measure every time. 

“T have no personal preference in this 
matter.’’ said Mr. Howell. “All J want is 
fair play and justice. We are now oper- 
ating under the new rotation system 
which doubles the representation of Ful- 
ton county. The old regime was wiped 
out and under the new order as estab- 
lished by resolution it is now Cobb’s 
time to have the senator. You all know 
how Fulton county and Atlanta has 
beéh fought and I am here to take care 
of my own county, and to preserve the 
advantage Fulton county has _ = gained 
under the present system. I state that 
this committee has no jurisdiction in this 
matter. It is a question for the district 
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senatorial committee to settle. I therefore

$500 from a bank and invested it in green 
goods, finding too late that he was $500 
out of pocket. 

The separation frem the money, accord- 
ing to Mr. Wilkie’s dispatches, led Rober- 
son to devise qa counterfeiting scheme in 
order to recoup his Tosses. He is said to 
have persuaded his brother, George, and 
a friend to go in with him, the friend 
raising $2 notes to $1Qs and $20s, it is 
alleged, to the amount of $700 or $800. 

Operative McAdams, of the secret ser- 
Vice force, was set tO work on the case 
when the bogus bills began to appear, and 
the result was the arrest of Roberson and 
his brother. The friend will be held as a 
witness for the government.

“Kor years Fulton county elected a 
senator every six years, the same privi- 
lege being accorded to Cobb and Clay- 
ton counties, which comprised the Te- 
mainder of the district, and which, in 
the aggregate, did not possess one-fifth 
of the population of Fulton county.

Fui- 
ton county has furnished a senator twice 
in succession, Cobb county each time 
standing by the agreement and Clayton 
each time through its delegates protest- 
ing, and offering a candidate from that 
county. 

‘In my opinion the democrats of Ful- 
ton county stand committed to the ac- 
tion of the convention and are in honor 
bound to give Cobb county the benefit 
of itg operation, having enjoyed the fruits 
of the resolution for two consecutive 
terms. 

“With this view of the obligation of 
the democrats of Fulton county I can- 
not e my way clear to the abandon- 
ment of the democratic organization of 
Cobb county, which has consistently sus- 
tained the interests of Fuiton county un- 
der the binding resolutions adopted by the 
district convention.

Berlin, .March 4.—The military court of 
the first guards’ division, which yester- 
day began an inquiry into the sanity of 
Lieutenant Prince Prespero von Aren- 
berg, who fs serving a term of imprison- 
ment for the murder of a native, sus- 
pected of being a British spy, while com- 
mander of a station in German south- 
western Africa, today decided that the 
prince was mentally irresponsible when 
he committed the murder, and therefore 
declared his sentence of Geath and sub- 
sequent commutation to fifteen years’ {m- 
prisonment to be null. 

The testimony showed that the prince 
shot Cain, a native, with a revolver as 
the latter lay bound, and caused a sol- 
dier' to run a bayonet through Cain’s 


heart, the prince himself taking the ram- 
rod and twisting it ’round in the bullet 
wound which was in the head: One mo- 
tive for the crime mentioned in the tes- 
timony was his infatuation for a comely 
Damara woman, Yokbeth, Cain’s wife, 
who had rejected his attentions. The 
prince after the murder asked Yokbeth to 
enter his household and she replied: 

“Ang see the murderer of .my husband 
every day? No!” 

It is understood that the prince’s family 
will place him ip a private asylum.

SAVANNAH ‘EXCHANGE 
TO BE SOON. REPLACED 


Savannah, Ga., March 4.—(Special.)— 
Within a few weeks the old building that 
has served Savannah as a city exchange 
for more than 100 years will be re- 
moved to make way for a new city hall 
of modern type. The new building, as

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WAR CRISIS AS VIEWED

OTWITHSTANDING the reports of 
N the newspapers to the contrary, 
some of the prominent officers at 
the department of the gulf do not be- 
lieve that there will be any decisive bat- 
tle in the Far East for some six weeks. 
Said one of the officrs: 

“While it is true that both the Russians 
and the Japanese are bending their every 
energy in the matter of preparation, both 
sides are working under great disadvan- 
tages and I can see no way possible for 
the great battle between the opposing 
forces for some time. In the first place, 
the weather is very cold and the country 
mountainous, This makes the work of the 
commissary department not only ardu- 
ous, But slow. 

“Tt is true that the Russian army is 
not supplied with the same kind of ra- 
tions as are the American soldiers nor 
the Japanese either for that matter, but 
supplies have to be sent for sustaining 
the big forces and suitable clothing for 
cold weather. This is difficult under any 
circumstances, but fm a mountainous 
country it is rendered much more so.” 

Said another officer: 

“When the battle is fought, it will be 
of significant importance. Both sides ap- 
preciate this and will make every effort 
to come out victorious. As the situation 
now stands, Russia hag suffered greatly 
on the sea and this loss of prestige must 
rankle very deeply. Another thing, Rus- 
sia has always depended on her land

forces and her reputation in this connec- 
tion must be upheld at all costs. If added 
to her losses on the sea, there should be 
an overwhelming defeat of the land forces 
Russia would be a great loser in more 
senses of the word than one. 

“On the other hand, the Japanese are 
intoxicated with the joy of victory and 
if they can gain a victory on the first 
great battle fields, they understand very 
well that it will be of great importance 
in that it will give them a position among 
the world powers such as they are most 
anxious to obtain, As to what I think of 
the outcome of the battle when it does oc- 
cur, I- do not wish to be quoted. The Rus- 
sians have behind them records in his- 
tory that have proved their valor on the 
world’s greatest battle flelds. On the other 
hand, the Japanese have proved that they 
are a most remarkable people on the sea 
and now they are anxious to sustain that 
same reputation on land. If they win the 
first great battle, it is very sure to have 
a great effect on the Chinese. And if the 
entire imperial army is allied with the 
Japanese army, Russia will have a much 
more’ serious problem to confront than 
she has at present. 

“As both sides appreciate the enormity 
either of victory or defeat, I am sure 
that they will not come together until 
both sides are far better prepared than 
they are at*present. But of course there 
will be many skirmishes and engagements 
before the day of the great battle.”

Louisville, March 4.—The court of ap- 
peals at Frankfort today Overruled peti- 
tions for a rehearing in the cases of the 
Lotisville pool rooms and the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. This decision 
drives all pool rooms out of Louisville 
and for the first time in many years no 
bets will be placed within the city Mmits. 
The opinion of the court concluded as fol- 
lows: 

“Wagering bets on horse races cannot 
be an article of commerce more than 
could be @ lottery. Both are per se im- 
moral and deleterious to society and 
clearly within the power of the states to 
prohibit. It ‘could never have been con- 
templated by the framers of the federal 
constitution that the hands of the state 
were to be tied so that they could not 
protect themselves from such vices, if 
one of the participants chanced to use an 
interstate vehicle of commerce for carry- 
ing on the business.

Great Damage Done out fo 


Lives Lost‘ 


No Shock Comparable to .It Experi- 
enced in the Last Thirty Years. 
Principal Damage Caused 
by the Cracking of 
Walls. 


Lima, Peru, March 4.—A _ tremendous 
earthquake, which did much damage, oc- 
curred here at 5:20 this morning. Noth- 
Ing comparable with it had been expe- 
rienced during the last thirty years. 


Lima is somewhat subject to ecarth- 
quakes. The most destructive was in 
1746. More than 1,000 persons perished, 
and the city was nearly destroyed. It 
was also the scene of earthquakes in 
1897 and 1901, but thére was no loss 
of life. 

No Lives Lost. 

New York. March 4.—<Advices to local 
.. houses having comnections at Lima state 
that, though the earthquake’ was the 
severest in many vears, no lives are re- 
ported to have been lost. The princi- 
pal damage was caused by the cracking 
of the walls of the business and resi- 
dential structures.

Tradere 
were seemingly impelled by the idea that 
permanent inactivity is impdssible, and 
the longer it continues the more Hkely 
ig an attempt to put an end to it to 
prove sucessful, Today's demonstration, 
although conducted with a little more 
confidence and determination than for 
sometime past, was still purely profes- 


sional, The movement of Individual stocks 
had a good deal to do with the general 
tone. Advances in Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
sit and in the’ other local traction stocks 
in sympathy were attributed to the pros- 
pect of the new Williamsburg bridge 
across the East river being Opened _ to 
Street railway traffic at an early date.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


March 4.—Spirits turpen- 
receipts 38 casks 


New York, March 4.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

‘Trade and industry are still frregular, 
being active in favored sections, but ham- 
pered in others by the prolongation of 
win\r weather with its concomitants of 
delayed transportation, car shortages or 
floods. Southern trade advices, as here- 
tofore, reveal sustained activity; south- 
western reports show improvements and 
western dispatches are rather more op- 
timistic, though the volume of business is 
not equa] to a year ago in that part af 
the country, nor in the east. Among the 
industries reports indicate activity in 
iron and steel, and prices of some grades 
of iron firmer, but the fron ore situa- 
tion is not yet settled, the coke sup- 
ply is insufficient and a soft coal] strike 
overhangs western industry generally. 
The agricultural situation on the whole 
is one of great strength, and a record- 
breaking acreage will go into cotton. 
Railway earnings reflect the most un?a- 
vorable winter in many years. The fee]- 
ing is still that good = settled weather 
would help to repair the backwardness of 
general conditions. Weather conditions 
have checked eastern wholesale trade and 
retail business is backward. Cotton and 
woolen goods dealers do not give as 
good reports as do those in the silk 
trade. Demand for woolens for fall de- 
livery has not been up to expectations 
and reorders are not very satisfactory. 
Manufacturers are buying woo! only -to 
cover actual needs. There is little ac- 
tivity in lumber. 

“Eastern shoe manufacturers report de- 
mand for spring goods backward as a 
whole, bunt leather is stronger in price. 

“The features in fron and _ stee) this 
week have been the purchase of nearly 
100,000 tons by the: leading interests and 
reports of other sales aggregating as 
much more, This has had the effect 
of stiffening merchant § furnacemen’s 
views and establishing prices at $13 for 
bessemer. Finished products turn higher 
on favorable reports, Pittsburg reporting 
all modern mills running to their full 
capacity, while Chicago reports increased 
sales of bars, steel rails and structural. 
There is a good demand for pipe, and 
higher prices are looked for. Wire nails 
are selling freely at the advance, and 
hardware is slightly better at the west. 
Among manufacturers flour mill and ele- 
vator machinery are most active. The 
railways are buying moderately of sup- 
plies, but.an order for 2,500 freight cars 
is reported at Chicago. 

“The iron ore situation has not yet 
been settled, the smaller producers stand- 
ing out for a heavy cut from last year’s 
prices, while ‘‘trust’’ organizations favor 
only a small shading.
